THE APPLE BARREL INDUSTRY. 

One day this week a representative of 
The Exi uickh paid a visit to Mr. Charles 
Steven’s New Apple Barrel Factory The 
old Cement Works presents a very different 
appearance to wbal it did a few months 
apo. Then it was an nnoconpied building 
falling into rnin. Now it is a hive of 
iudustry. Mr. Stevens bas installed a 
couple of boilers and engines and machines 
| for cutting and trimming staves and head- 
1 in^. also planer and jointer, and machines 
j of the latest pattern imported from the 
| United States for making and ooiling 
hoop*. 

1 Mr. Stevens has also built three tanks 
for steaming tho stave bolts, each of a 
j capacity of three cords of bolts. Al* 
together Mr. Stevens has all the machinery 
I necessary to transform the standing timber 

I into barrels ready for Shipment, all the 
material being produced on the premises. 

In the sontb end of the building is the 
oooper shop, where are installed machines 
| for trimming the staves, and where ten 
; coopers are at work making barrels at the 
j rate of about 200 a day. 

Mr. Stevens baa also besides the men 
employed at the factory, two gangs of men 
employed in catting timber in the woods 
i he has purchased, and six teams hauling 
the timber to town. What was a trse one 
day is made into barrels the next. 

Mr. Stevens paid oat in wages last week 
over four hundred and fifty dollars, the 
! mill being kept running practically night 
i and day. He has also invested about five 
i thousand dollars in plant and material.

frienda and neighbors, the faot that she 
was a woman with whom it was a pleasure 
to be acquainted. One brother, Charles 
Perry, livee in Watertown ; one son, Perry 
Hnffmsu, of the post oflioe; and two 
daughters, Mrs. Geo. Vanalstine, Napanee ; 
and Mrs. William Reynolds, of Ottawa, 
bsstdss bar surviving husband, are left 
to mourn a devoted and loving wife and 
mother. The fnueral took plaoe on Sanday 
at 2 30 p m., the services being conducted 
at the family residence, by Rev. B. T. 
Bartlett, after which the remains were 
piacad in the Western Cemetery vault. 

C1UKLKS IDW1X DaBTLETT. 

Tbs eldest son of Mrs. Charles Bartlett 
passed away at the home of his mother, 
corner of Robert and Mill streets, on Satur- 
day morning, November 2 1st. Last spring 
be started out to tns northern wilds with 
a government surveying party. While 
bnndrsds of miles from a white settlement 
be was taken ill of pleuropneumonia, and 
was carried 200 miles by Indian guides to 
take tbe train for home. The cold wbiob 
ba oontraoted, and which resulted in bis 
death, attacked him tbe last week in 
September, and on September J4th. he was 
brought to tbs Kingston hospital whars he 
remained for three weeks. When beyond 
medioal skill, be became resigned to his 
fats and was oonveyed to his home in 
Napanee to await the end. It was jast ten 
week« after bis arrival here that he died. 
He wae aged nineteen years, three months, 
and twenty-seven days, and was of a most 
retiosnt disposition, a sincere friend and 
lovable companion. In Napanee and else¬ 
where be bad a host of friends, who admired 
his many good qualities, and who doeplv 
regret bis early taking away. For several 
years be wae parser on ths steamer North 
King. Two years ago he entered Queen's 
College, Kiogaton, for a coarse in practical 
scieooe and was one of tbe brightest 
students in tbe cobool of mines. The 
faneral took place Monday afternoon at 
3 o dor'-, the services being conducted in 
the Chnroh of b Mary Magdalene by 
Canon Jarvis.

CHILDRENS AID SOCIETY. 

The annual meeting of tbe Children's 
Aid Sooiety of Napanee was bsld in tbe 
Conn<ciI Chamber on Toeeday evening, 
November 17th, tbe President, Mr. Stephen 
GibeoD, occupying the chair. Tbe minutes 
of tbe Drevious meeting were read and 
approved, after whioh tbe Seoretary, Mr. 
r. L. Hooper gave tbe aoooel report, ae 
follows. 

'Tbe Napanee Children’s Aid Society 
wae organizedDeoember 2nd, 1098. Daring 
tbe past year onr agent has plaoed six 
children in foster homes, making a total of 
thirteen obildren, whioh have passed 
through tbe charge of tbe aociety during its 
five years existence. We are pleased to 
report all bat two of these children as 
living under favorable traioiog and graatly 
appreciated in tbe foster homes to which 
they have been sent If tbe two exceptions 
we regret being obliged to report tbe death 
of one, and the other child, according to a 
recent report of the Provincial Superin¬ 
tendent, is Dot under favorable sarrouod- 
iogs and will have to be transferred to a 
Dew home. Onr work daring the past 
year has been by no means bardenBome. 
There has been ample money in the treasury 
•nd all neoesBary assistance given by onr 
good women to deal wMh each charge 
efficiently. It is onr opinion that there is 
no work bo eaaily prosecuted, and which 
brings inch magnanimous returns, as tbe 
work of the Children’s Aid Society, and 
for this reoson we deem it worthy of tbe 
meat beartv sympathy and support of every 
intelligent and right-thinking oitizen of our 
town.

AuiTiiii Riveu, Ac<; 13tb. 
Dear Mother — 

We reached here yesterday and the men 
are boilding a large raft to cross. We arc 
about fifteen miles north of Lake Abitibi 
and our work ends up near there. 

We were out all day yesterday in a pour¬ 
ing rain and north wind, all our things 
were soaked &Dd we crawled into wet beds 
and blankets beside a fire that nearly 
roasted os. This is an awful country. 
Even tbe Indian never saw as bad. I am 
getting fat and strong. There are only 
three of us white men in our party since 
we left the Hudson Bay Go's post July 13lb 
We have not seet. another hnman being and 
don't expect to until we get back there. 
Under all these swamps there is solid ioe 
not more than 1} feet below tbe surface. 
There is no sod but moss and we are con¬ 
tinually going through that. Two of our 
canoes were smashed to pieces in the rapids 
coming up and wo lost their loads of 
■applies so we are going to be short of 
provisions. By tbe end of next week we 
will have got all ibe supplies past tbe 
centre of oar work so he is goiDg to send 
back five or six packers in order to make 
the provisions last until we have finished 
our work. 1 will send this letter with 
them 1 will be heme by the first of 
October all right. Mr. Fatten has found 
this snob a hard country and each a 
distance to get supplies that he oaunot 
finish bis contract this year. We will 
sorvey sixty-one miles of base line and 
leave tbe two townships until next year. 
We started oar work 180 miles north of 
Sadbarv and ran east 37 miles and at tbe 
12th and 21st miles, we ran 12 miles south 
Tbe average run is nearly two miles a day. 
We have to walk back those twelve miles. 
We finished the first on tbe 4th of Angnst. 
It was all through swamp and of course 
every day we are wn to the knees all tbe 
time Tbe 2nd and 3rd of August were 
the first fine days we have bad hat tbe 
afternoon of tbe 4tb, th. and Gtb it poured 
rain with a cold north wind blowing. We 
had left oar sapplies at the main line and 
were nearly out so we had to walk that 
twelve miles on the 5tb or starve. Tbe 
rain was filling the swamps with water and 
one place we had to wade a heaver meadow 
np to oar waists in places. Bat it coaid 
not make ns any wetter than wo were 
before. There has not been more than 
three days sinoe ws have been at work that 
it has not rained so wc are soaked every 
day.

A new system of railway alarm 
signals at grade rroritings has re¬ 
cently been to*;ted with success in 
Ganna'y Each fignal-box contains 
a small electric motor actuutir.g a 
hammer, which strikes a bell.

ELECTRICALLY MADE STEEL.

In the warfare against weed*. es¬ 
pecially such as are inclined to tak# 
possession of a field or part of it, 
or even fill the fence cornors, there is 
practically always a wholesome plant 
that can be used successfully. Buck¬ 
wheat is the weapon of offence and 
defence. There does not appear to 
be any plant that can grow on it, 
in fact, a belated plant of its ows 
sort cannot make headwuy again^ 
tho canopy o£ first leaves that cover 
tho ground before the largo growtM 
comes on.

anything of the sort and do not be¬ 
lieve it. If used only as an enemy 
of weeks it would be very valuable. 

Thero aro many other ways of 
using cultivated plaints to help to 
eradicate weeds. Threo years ago 
a farm on which I used to do some 
work had about two square rods of 
land so filled up with weeds, mostly 
burdocks, that tho spot was a nuis¬ 
ance. especially as it was near tho 
form buildings. I dug the pieco 
over a littlo and raised a good crop 
of potatoes on it, giving the bur¬ 
docks no quarter. This year, though 
it hus not been touched since, I find 
the spot fuirly free of weeds still, 
though they are coming back. 

1 believe in getting there first with 
something wantod rather than to 
wait for weeds. The great difficulty 
with many weeds, like the daisy for 
instance, is that they will grow on 
thill soil that will not support a 
good crop without extra care, and 
yet the main trouble with our farm¬ 
ing. us I recall it from my younger 
days, was from poor seoding. both 
with grain und tho grass that fol¬ 
lowed. We waited till the enemy 
was in possession und then tried tfo 
drive it out. 

FEEDING THE DAIRY CALF. 

Produce a steady growth withouf, 
trying to push the calf ahead lob 
rapidly, yet without allowing it to 
become fut. it ought to lie in good 
condition with u sleek coat of hair 
and with bright eyes It ought to 
be taken from its mother when It is 
2 to 3 days old. Tho young animal 
ought to bo allowed to draw the 
first or colostrum milk, us this will 
greatly assist in keeping tin* bowels 
in perfect working order. When 
weaned it should be tuughl to drink 
milk from u pail, A calf ought not 
to drink more than 15 lbs. milk u 
day. but the quuntity led depends 
largely upon the size of the animal.

Ottawa, Nov. 23rd. 

Now that the Grand Trunk-pacific 
project has passed out of the Iregicn 
of party politics and Income a fixed 
fact, to which the honor of the Ciown 
is pledged, the more modura’e Conser¬ 
vatives are disposed to think that Mr. 
Borden and his followers in Parliament 
had better cease reviling if. They 
have nothing to gain by continuing to 
do so. If they were returned to cffice 
to-morrow, they would have to carry 
it out. Such considerations will, no 
doubt, ultimately prevail with Mr. 
Borden. For the present, however, his 
party appears to be unable to escape 
the influence of supporters like Mr. 
George Taylor, who have not the fore¬ 
sight to perceive that they are bound 
to lose by persisting in a tight against 
the development of the country. The 
Liberal party has had some experience 
in that line. Looking hack, many 
Liberals are free to confess that Mr. 
Blake carried his opposition to tlie 
Canadian Pacific too far and main¬ 
tained it too long.

NOVEL WINE TESTING. 

Wine testing by telephone is tho 
latest contrivance of a Paris inven¬ 
tor. He has just discovered an in¬ 
fallible method of ascertaining by 
the use of the telephone how much 
a given quantity of wine has been 
watered. The principle on which the 
invention rests is the valuable con¬ 
ductivity of different liquids, notably 
of wine and water. The telephone is 
in contact with both liquids. If the 
satnple of wine under observation is 
us pure as the standurd used for 
coxiipurison, no sound is heard; if 
on the contrary, it contains water, 
the tell-tale telephone "speaks." and 
tlie greater the proportion of water 
the louder the instrument complains. 

LONG TELEPHONE LINE. 

The telephone liiu| between London 
ar.d Brussels is 214 miles long. The 
overhead portion on the English side 
is '•ninety-seven miles long and that 
on the Belgian side is ninety-three 
miles long.

It might be supposed from the sen¬ 
sation created by the mysterious dis¬ 
appearance of Miss Hickman, the 
lady doctor of the Royal Free Hos¬ 
pital, Gray's Inn road, that such oc¬ 
currences are rare in London, says 
the London Express. This is very 
far from the fact, though it is sel¬ 
dom that a lady of Miss Hickman’s 
professional rank and attainments is 
missing, to say nothing of the wholly 
unaccountable manner in which she 
vanished on an August afternoon. 
Probably it would be found impoe- 
sible to name a profession or occupa- 
sion from which one or more mem¬ 
bers have not recently been mysteri¬ 
ously lost in London. 

Scotland Yard furnishes astounding 
statistics which show that 84,000 
persons wero lost in London last 
year, and much the same number in 
the preceding year, making a total of 
close on seventy thousand for tho 
new century. These figures tax cred¬ 
ulity, but they are within the mark. 
They relate only to cases reported to 
the police, and it is well known that 
relatives very often shrink from seek¬ 
ing police intervention in-the fear 
that such measures might still fur¬ 
ther alienate their missing friends. 
Account must also be taken of hun¬ 
dreds of private enquiry agencies in 
London that make the quest of lost 
persons a main branch of their busi¬ 
ness These agencies grow in num¬ 
ber every year. and are understood 
to be profitable concerns.

In the latter woek of April, 1901, 
Marguerite Boyenval Of Thesseiee, 
near St. Quentin, was engaged in the 
kitchen of her home, irening some 
handkerchiefs, when a girl friend ran 
in and Jokingly exclaimed: 

"Fly Marguerite, the gendarmes 
are coming to arrest you!" 

With a cry the girl fell to the 
ground in a cataleptic sleep, from 
which ehe awoke on May 20 last. 

BAFFLES PHYSICIANS. 

Dr. Cherlier, an eminent French 
physician, tried every means Vo 
awaken the girl, but without success, 
and at last, abandoning hie efforts 
in that direction, turned hie atten¬ 
tion to the beet means of nourishing 
and sustaining the patient until she 
should awaks of her own accord. Tho 
method adopted was to bathe the 
sleeper night and morning in thin 
gruel and milk, ejecting a little of 
the same fluid Into the throat by 
means of a. reed; tile liquid thus ab¬ 
sorbed by the pores of the skin be- 
I ing found sufficient to keep the heart 
beating and sustain life. 

I When the girl fell asleep in 1901 
{she was protty, fair in complexion, 
and about 10 years of age. but aa 
the months rolled on tho flesh wast¬ 
ed away, tho eyes, over which the 
lids wero closely drawn became sunk- 
jen, while all tho facial bones could 
be counted. Tho skin turned as 
white as marble, and when tho flesh 
was cut by one of the surgeons the 
[blood, iusteud of being red and flow- 
ling easily, was white and of the con¬ 
sistency of glycerin 
DEATH FOLLOWS A WAKENING. 

Doctors went from all parts of the 
continent to visit the slumberer, but 
among them all there was not one 
who could succeed in arousing her 
During the last week in May of this 
ye«r the sleeper, who was closely 
watched during every moment of 
her long slumber, wan seen to move 
her right arm. then her head, and at 
last, slowly opening her eyes the 
young gurl—now in appearance an 
old, old woman—looked wondenngly 
round tho room.

Men have been known to re¬ 
turn to their wives by a short jour¬ 
ney on the underground railway, 
who have been lost for from live to 
fifteen years. 

Occasionally such reunions arc hap¬ 
py and succeeded by domestic pros¬ 
perity. but oft oner the penitent par¬ 
ent is requested to return to his 
place of concealment. Children who 
have grown up in the interval do not 
readily forgive these missing fathers. 

Those kvho leave their homes in de¬ 
spair or to escape a skeleton in the 
cupboard usually find their quietus 
•in the river which Hows accessible to 
the suicidal impulse. During each 
veer the Thames gives up several 
hundr.-ds of dead, many of whom go 
to their graves unidentified. 

YOUNG GIRLS
